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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, filed 02/29/2008, with respect to claims 
6-13 and 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of 
claims 6-8 has been withdrawn. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of claims 1-5, 9-13 and 17 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the art to perform the process that is now claimed. The prior art of Lundberg 
does teach a temperature in the range of 1300*C to 1500*C and as high as 1505*C at 
which SiC dissolves in lithium in order to grow SiC single crystal. In contrast Lundberg 
does not teach separate starting materials of silicon and carbon instead of SiC, wherein 
the temperature at which the two are dissolved in alkali metal flux is 1000*C or lower. 
While the prior art of Shockley in view or Perusek teaches the use of silicon and carbon 
in the solution in addition to a seed SiC. However, the prior art of Shockley and 
Perusek do not teach the a method of forming SiC at 1 000*C or lower, as stated in the 
instant invention. There is no motivation in the art to change the prior art's teaching of 
to arrive at the instantly claimed process.
